The shippers soon 
learned that their generosity was 
doomed to failure, because parcel 
post matter is not inviolable like 
first, class mail matter. The allies 
ptomptly began treating these 
shipments like any other mer- 
chandise, seizing theim ‘if they 
‘were contraband. And under the 
international postal. convention.

Bench and Bar, a_ lawyer’s 
magazine, makes the revolutionary 
Statement that lawyers should 
stop the practice of undertaking 
the defense of men they believe 
to be guilty. It insists that mere- 
ly to proceed automatically with 
the customary legal form tends 
to impart~prejudice to the jury 
‘and gives the guilty man an un- 
due chance of escaping punish- 
ment. As for deliberately going 
about to use all the resources of 
the law and take advantage of all 
the loopholes, Bench and Bar 
holds that that must be con- 
demned as unethical. 

It would be interesting to 
know how large a percentage of 
the legal profession agrees with 
Bench and Bar. There are some 
who habitually refuse to defend 
jmen they believe to be guilty. 
Most lawyers, however, appear to 
regard it as an unquestionable 
right to take such cases. Some 
go as far as to call it a duty. 
They take the position that they 
are acting not as person but as 
part, of the legal machinery pro- 
‘vided by the law. to insure a fair

It would 
be an excellent thing if the pro- 
fession would do some house- 
cleaning along the~line of Bench 
and Bar’s suggestion.
